and rigs were run out in time. 

Passing over the livery. the fire 
caught Compton and Montgom 
ery’s general store, This is a big 
establishment, but little time was 
given, and only a few loads of 
goode and the books were seonred. 
It wes then seen that nothing 
could prevent the fire from run. 

ping to. the Star store building. 
where there was a fire wall, and 
an effort-Was made to make u 
break by pulling down the store 
oecupied by ©.C. Bailey as a jew 

. ellry store. 

While this was being accom- 
plished, the firemen mounted the 
store E. T. Williamson and poured 
a stream of water on the fire to 
prevent it coming further, at the 

game time another gang was basil) 
engaged in the tearing down of 
the buildings in the rear of the 
scene of the conflagration. Thes 
objects were at last accomplished, 
and the fire brought into sabjeo- 
tion.

As 
the progressed opinion 
changed, aud when the evidence 
was all in there were few who 
Jodked upon him as a mufderbr. 
One of the sensational features of 
the trial was the testimony of John 
Krafoenk, the cell mate of Hicks 
in the jail, whose story of giving 
the fatal revolver to Walter Rogers 
was one of the strongest points in 
the defense of the prisoner. For 
eight days witnesses after witness 
to the number of more than forty 
have told their‘ story on the wit- 
ness stand, and it has all been a 
great strain upon the judge and 
jary, 4 well ae counsel and court 
officials. What may be the after- 
math of the trial isdoubtfal The 
verdict of the jary has digoredited 
the statements of Walter Rogers, 
‘out no statement has been given 
out by the crown officials as to any 
action being taken against other 
parties on a charge of marder, 
It is understood that the crown 
will be given a statement by Hic! 
as to his movements on the night 
of the murder, but whether. this 
will implicate any person definite- 
ly cannot be ascertained. Mr. 
Justice Richards charged strongly 
ia favor of the prisoner, pointing 
out: the very doubtful evidenor 
given by a number of the chief 
wituesses. He went over the 
story of Rogers and warned the 
jury to be very careful about ac- 
ovpting such statements from euch 
a man, aud hanging @ Man apon 
the evidence of one pergon unless 
it should be the most reliable. So 
wauy of the statements of the 
witness seemed incredible that 
his lordehip cast doubt upon theirs 
veracity.
